must be paid, it was said.

higher operating expenses were due 
to the increased price of coal and j 
higher wages. 
Mr. Burkart told tlie representa­ 
tives of the company that lie had 
learned that a request for an in­ 
crease in gas rates would likely be 
filed and that he had investigated 
conditions here to some extent, 
lie 
stated that he would not consent to 
an increase of forty per cent, unless 
it wa£ granted bv the Indiana com- 
mission. 
He stated, however, that 
he was convinced that the operating 
expenses of the company were con­ 
siderably higher now than in 1910, 
when the present schedule was es­ 
tablished. and a slight increase in 
rates would be justified. 
Mayor Burkart >aid that he would 
recommend to the council that an 
increase of twenty-five per cent, be 
given, as he believed that would be 
sufficient to take care of the io*s 
suffered bv the company.
